Fighter Floored by a Low Blow, 
In Battle Tonight, Must Get Up 


And Fight or Lose on Knockout 


A foul will not decide the light-heavyweight championship bout 
between Bob Olin, defending champion, and John Henry Lewis, chal- 
lenger, tonight when they meet in their 15-round match at the Arena. 


The Missouri State Athletic Com- 
mission passed a special ruling at 
its meeting last night in the Stat- 
ler Hotel, that a decision cannot be 
rendered on the basis of a foul, but 
that the delivery of a foul blow shall 
automatically cost, the contestant 
delivering the blow the loss of the 
round. 


The commissioners, Garrett Smal- 
ley, Kansas City; Ben Harrison, 
Springfield, and Ernest F. Oakley, 
St. Louis, decided that the referee 
shall be the judge of the foul rul- 
ing, and if he thinks a low blow 
has been landed, he shall notify the 
judges, who will score the round for 
the boxer who has been fouled. 

Chairman Garrett Smalley of the 
commission, explained the situation 
as follows: 


“If a fighter is knocked down 
by a low blow and fails to get up 
and fight within 10 seconds, he 
will be counted out and lose. the 
fight on a knockout. Other low 
blows struck during the fight will 
cost the offender the round regard- 
less of whether he outboxed his 
foe in that session or ‘not. If both 
fighters offend the round will be 
awarded on its merits. 

“Both fighters have been provid- 
ed with new protective devices 


which effectively prevent disabling 
blows to the groin. The protectors 
are of the type used in New York 
under the “no foul’ rule, in force 
there since the Sharkey-Schmeling 
foul. 2 : 
“The action was taken by the 
Missouri commission yesterday, fol- 
lowing talk that both fighters were 
body punchers. The managers of 
both fighters were present and the 
action was agreeable to them.” 


The new ruling is similar to that 
of the New York Athletic Commis- 
sion and those of other states. In 
those states new protective equip- 
ment for the boxers is being used 
that makes it almost impossible for 
the boxer to be seriously injured 
by a low blow. Boxers are more 
careful under this rule, as a foul 
will cost them the round. 

The commission also lifted the in- 
definite suspensions of Sam Pian 
and Art Winch, co-managers of 
Barney Ross, welterweight cham- 
pion, the ruling being effective to- 
day. 

Commissioner Harrison suggested, 
and the commissioner passed, a res- 
olution that all promoters may be 
awarded dates for shows 30 days 
in advance. This applies to wres- 
tling as well as boxing.

key sparring partner. Sharkey said: 
“There are a number of great 
heavyweights of the past who could 
have licked Louis. I, for one, be

; Substitutes and Depression. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

"3 HAVE been engaged in the box manu- 
*d facturing business for more than 40 
“years, and believe I am able to show 
why we have more than 10,000,000 peo- 
-ple unemployed. My belief is that they 

will never be employed. 

.- When I had a wooden box factory in 
St. Louis about 25 years ago, there were 
22 such factories here. Now there are 
two, which, I believe, are hardly able 
to make ends meet and could not if it 
‘were not for the brewing interests. For- 
merly we could see miles of lumber piled 
on landings on the river banks, put there 
by many boats. The box manufacturers 
in past years cut 55 per cent of all the 
lumber manufactured in the United 
States. We then had approximately 1500 
box manufacturing plants whereas we 
now have only about 500. 

V’hat has caused the great decrease in 
the consumption of lumber? Substitutes: 
corrugated and fiber containers. Accord- 
ing to my estimate, it requires five men 
to manufacture the same quantity of wood 
boxes that one man can manufacture 
in the substitute line. The planing sash 
and door factories have also been large- 
ly affected by substitutes. Consider the 
substitutes in other lines of manufacture. 

I realize that we are not able to go 
back to the old methods, and according- 
ly believe that the 10,000,000 men will re- 
mair out of employment and the de- 
pression will continue regardless of 
whether we have a Democratic or a 
Republican President.

REMOVE DR. SHEAHAN! 

Unless the St. Louis County Court removes Dr. 
Edwin L. Sheahan from his post as head of the 
County Hospital either today or tomorrow, he will 
continue in that position until January, 1937. 

That would be tragic for St. Louis County. 

The St. Louis County grand jury reported last 
June, after an investigation, that the hospital under 
Dr. Sheahan had been “mismanaged to such an appal- 
ling extent that it constitutes a menace to the public 
safety and health of St. Louis County.” It said that 
the hospital had been converted into “a gruesome po- 
litical plaything, where the care of the sick is a 
minor matter and the jobs provided by the institu- 
tion are the major interest of those in charge.” It 
recommended the appointment of a “competent 6u- 
perintendent schooled in that particular line of 
work.” 

The County Court, accepting the grand jury’s rec- 
ommendation, removed Dr. Sheahan. The motion to 
remove was made by Judge Tighe and seconded by 
Judge Wohlschlaeger. Judge Thatcher voted no. 

The next step was to find a suitable successor, The 
County Court asked a committee of representative 
county citizens to suggest a name. This committee, 
in turn, unwilling to assume the responsibility of 
selecting a technical, man, asked three of the fore- 
most men in the medical field to do so. These men 
were Dr. Alphonse M. Schwitalla, dean of the St. 
Louis University School of Medicine; Dr. Evarts 
Graham, professor of surgery at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, and Dr. Llewellyn Sale, 
chief of the medical staff at the Jewish Hospital. 

These men spent about three weeks in a painstak- 
ing survey of all available physicians qualified for 
the job. Their choice finally settled upon Dr. Cur- 
tis H. Lohr, former Hospital Commissioner of the 
City of St. Louis. 

It was the clear understanding that the man se- 
lected by the committee of three would be accepted 
by the County Court. Judge Tighe and Judge Thatch- 
er put themselves on record that they would accept 
him. Judge Wohlschlaeger declined to state his in- 
tentions. 

When the question was formally taken up by the 
court, Judge Wohlschlaeger, who had voted to oust 
Dr. Sheahan in the first place, suddenly did an 
about-face and made a motion to reinstate him for 
a period ending January, 1937. He was joined by 
Judge Thatcher. Judge Tighe voted no. 

As soon as Dr. Sheahan resumed his duties, he pro- 
ceeded to shake up the hospital staff, further dam- 
aging the already lowered morale of the institution. 
This year there have been approximately 180 changes 
in the hospital personnel. Several physicians left the 
hospital as a protest against its use as a political 
plum tree. . 

In short, the county hospital situation is a major 
scandal; confidence in the institution has declined 
almost to the vanishing point; the great investment 
of $1,000,000 which the county spent for the hospital 
is placed in jeopardy. , 

If corrective action is not taken today or tomorrow, 
Judges Thatcher and Wohlschlaeger must bear the 
odium of the situation, and the county population 
will face the prospect of 14 more months without 
the proper hospital service for which they have paid 
their money. 
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THE NEW CARS. 

Next year’s motor cars are preening themselves in 
the advertisements. Here and there one darts along 
the road, spick, span and sparkling. On Saturday the 
New York automobile show will open. With that 
exhibit, 1936 will have been, so to speak, formally in- 
augurated. The genius of an industry that toils un- 
ceasingly under intensive competitive pressure will 
present its case to the court of last appeal—the con- 
suming market. 

Introduction of the new models in the fall is a 
departure from custom, induced by economic consid- 
erations. Heretofore, the new cars came into bloom 
with the flowers of spring. The result was that pro- 
duction reached peak when industry generally was 
swinging along at full stride. And the pre-Christ- 
mas period, when industrial employment is usually 
at its lowest, was motordom’s slack season. The pres- 
ent experiment, it is hoped, will accelerate automo- 
bile manufacture when business as a whole most needs 
such a stimulant. Its effect in the spring remains to 
be seen, but the slump, if it comes, can be better 
borne, it is argued, in a time of activity than when 
things are slowing down. 

The automobile people have had a good year. For 
the first nine months production of cars and trucks 
has exceeded 1934’s entire output. Predictions are 
that 1935, with the new models now available, will 
be the best since the depression all but stalled the 
assembly lines. It is now only a step behind the 
comparable months of 1930, the actual figure, accord- 
ing to Editorial Research, being 4 per cent. 

Really, the automobile has a right to blow its own 
horn. 
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A JOURNALISTIC RACKETEER. 

Did the late Fred G. Bonfils, publisher of the 
Denver Post, accept $350,000 from the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey to silence his paper’s criticism 
of a proposed natural gas franchise?- Does this ex- 
plain the Denver Post’s abrupt change of policy from 
one of opposition to ardent support of the franchise? 
A report of the Federal Trade Commission presents 
evidence to show that this is what happened. The 
Denver Post makes a spirited denial. 

In its statement, the Denver Rost lays emphasis on 
the fact that Bonfils is no longer here to speak for 
himself. It says that “undoubtedly the honorable 
commission is familiar with the well-settled legal 
principle that where death silences the voice of one 
party to a transaction the law closes the mouth of 
the other.” What is involved here, however, is no 
question of narrow legalism, but one of broad public 
importance. If the influence of the Denver Post was 
purchased, the fullest possible light should be thrown 
upon the transaction. 

New York officials of the oil company, declining 
to comment upon the Federal Trade Commission re- 
port, say that the company will make a statement 
before the commission “if necessary.” “If necessary?” 
Is it conceivable that so grave a charge would not de- 
mand a statement from the oil company? 

It does not prove the case against Bonfils to cite 
a parallel one in his career, but it does lend cred- 
ibility to the commission’s report. We refer to Bon- 
fils’ connection with the Teapot Dome scandal. Bon- 


fils’ paper was bitterly critical of the Teapot Dome |

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WARFARE IN KENTUCKY. 

Industrial warfare has broken out again in the 
coal fields of Eastern Kentucky. At the Williams 
mine, near Mannington, a band of union sympathiz- 
ers was dispersed with machine-gun fire and tear 
gas, upwards of a dozen miners being injured, one 
of them seriously. As a reswit, a National Guard 
machine-gun unit has been called to the scene. 

As in the past, the immediate cause is the oppo- 
sition of the Kentucky mine operators to the union- 
ization of the diggers in their pits. This, in turn, is 
only another side of the movement to free the miners 
from the intolerable working and living standards 
set for them in order to undersell the coal mines 
north of the Ohio River. 

One of the worst aspects of the situation is the way 
in which local authority is in league with one of 
the parties to the controversy. When such is the 
case, the person of authority plainly is not a disin- 
terested preserver of law and order, but a partisan 
of the side with which it is allied. In some ways, 
such a control of authority is worse than the old 
Pennsylvania coal and iron police, now outlawed by 
the Pennsylvania Legislature and Gov. Earle. The 
company police were at least company police, frankly 
in the employ of the operators. 

But whether one side seeks to control the situa- 
tion through company police, paid deputy sheriffs or 
subsidized local authorities, the result is always the 
same: men revolt at the injustice of the situation 
and violence follows. There is only one place for the 
law to stand in such disputes, and that is detached 
from hpth sides. Its function is to preserve order, a 
goal which can never be won permanently by its join- 
ing one camp against the other. 
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NORRIS OF NEBRASKA. 

The news comes from Lincoln, Neb., that a com- 
mittee has waited on Senator George W. Norris to 
urge him to run again for the Senate. His present 
term will expire in 1937. It is indicative of Senator 
Norris’ attitude toward public affairs that the com- 
mittee which is seeking to overcome his inclination 
toward retirement is a non-partisan body. We be- 
lieve that the great majority of thinking American 
citizens, regardless of their politics or their opinion 
of specific items in the Nebraskan’s platform, would 
like to see Norris remain in the Senate. 

To say that he is a useful member—though that 
would be a high tribute—is to understate the case. 
If only for the lame-duck amendment to the Con- 
stitution, the country owes him a debt of perpetual 
gratitude. It is likely, we believe, to become equally 
indebted to him for the State legislative experiment 
which is soon to begin in Nebraska.

Road to war is constantly open, writer says, because change is inevitable and most 
peace efforts seek to prevent it; calls Kellogg Pact most futile plan because “it 
would perpetuate the world as it is"; thinks satisfied nations should recognize 
that status quo cannot be permanent, and dissatisfied ones should have patience.

‘HE true explanation of the imminence 
T « war lies in the inevitability of change 

and the fact that peace efforts have been 
misdirected toward the _ prevention of 
change. Thereby forces which are in the 
long run irresistible are temporarily dammed 
up. When they finally break through, they 
do so with violence. 

None would dispute the abstract proposi- 
tion that, as the world has changed in the 
past, so it will continue to change in the 
future. We have not attained a state of fix- 
ation such that the world is immutably 
frozen in its present national lines." Inflexi- 
bility is, indeed, not only impracticable but 
undesirable. 

As we must accept the inevitability of 
change, so also we must recognize that force, 
actual or potential, has historically proved 
to be the only mechanism which can be re- 
lied upon to effect international changes. 
Within the state, a solution has measurably 
been found. A superior force—government— 
has been set up which assures internal peace 
by repressing force on the one hand, and 
on the other hand establishing conditions 
under which change readily occurs. 

When we turn, however, to the community 
of nations, we find no super-state qualified 
to repress war and to order a state of af- 
fairs such that international changes can 
occur without the pressure of force by one 
member upon another. In international law, 
each state is “sovereign.” Its status is fixed 
by treaties which generally run in perpetui- 
ty. No changes can lawfully be made with- 
out the consent of all parties. 

Such unanimous consent is rare, since na- 
tions, like individuals, are not prone to rec- 
ognize their own decline, or the increased 
merits or needs of others, and voluntarily 
make abatements accordingly. The most 
deep-rooted instinct is thg instinct to relin- 
quish only when compelled to do so. Thus 
in the field of international affairs, change 
and force are largely synonymous. History 
clearly shows that it is force, or the threat 
of force, which principally accounts for the 
evolution of the world to its present state, 

. ° * 

If Articles X and XVI of the Covenant of 
the League were actually to be observed, ex- 
isting frontiers would be perpetuated for all 
time save as one state freely ceded its ter- 
ritory to another. So static a situation is 
both impracticable and undesirable. We in- 
stinctively distrust the means by which it 
is sought to achieve such an end. No nation 
feels protected by the League Covenant or 
has altered its conduct in reliance thereon. 

The Pact of Paris (Kellogg-Briand Pact) 
is perhaps the most futile of all peace ef- 
forts. Force is thereby forever renounced 
as an instrument of national policy. No 
changes are permissible except such as may 
be achieved by “pacific means.” It is obvi- 
ous that “pacific means” as they now exist 
are wholly inadequate to effect changes 
which are inevitable and desirable. The pact 
would, thus, perpetuate the world as it is. 
Such a result is so obviously unattainable 
that no reliance whatever is placed on this 
instrument which purports, by a ‘stroke of 
the pen, to abolish war. 

It is necessary that those nations which 
now have what they want should recognize 
that in the interest of peace they may have 
to submit to change. If present treaties of 


which they are the beneficiaries become in 
fact unduly repressive of others, this must 
be recognized and peaceful ways found to 
effect legitimate changes. 

“Revision of treaties” should not, as now, 
be denounced as a concept subversive of 
peace. Such revisions must be looked upon 
as both natural and inevitable, the only 
question being when and how. Nations must 
by their acts show appreciation of the fact 
that to continue repression serves to post- 
pone, but not prevent, change, and to exag- 
gerate its violence when it occurs. 

On the other hand, those nations which 
are dissatisfied with their international 
status must recognize that there must be a 
large measure of stability. We cannot, of 
course, invite chaos or encourage the idea 
that any dissatisfied nation may take for 
the asking from those who have. It must be 
recognized that changes, if they are to come 
peacefully, will come slowly and only after 
justification therefor is abundantly appar- 
ent. Indeed, changes may often be delayed 
beyond the time when their desirability and 
inevitability may seem self-evident. Patience 
is indispensable to peace. 

* * ° 


There must be a different type of leader- 
ship for peace. Today in each nation peace 
is held to be synonymous with the attain- 
ment of national ambitions. In Germany, 
Hitler repeatedly proclaims his peaceful in- 
tentions. But for him, peace implies a Ger- 
many resurrected from the subordination 
imposed by the Treaty of Versailles. In 
France, peace implies a maintenance of the 
status quo and the retention of war gains. 
So it is throughout the world. Everywhere 
peace is advocated, but with different inter- 
pretations conforming to national exigencies. 

We cannot, of course, avoid a large meas- 
ure of rigidity, particularly in relation to 
the establishment of international bound- 
aries. We can, however, somewhat attenu- 
ate the undesirable consequences of terri- 
torial rigidity by encouraging economic 
fluidity. National boundaries lose much of 
their significance if there exist national pol- 
icies which permit a diffusion of economic 
advantages. 

Exports and imports, emigration and im- 
migration, and the international flow of cap- 
ital, even though these must necessarily be 
regulated, can bring about a large measure 
of international flux without shock to na- 
tional boundaries. 

Economic isolation, on the other hand, 
greatly exaggerates the importance of na- 
tiona] boundaries and means that evolution- 
ary forces can find satisfaction only 
through changes of boundaries, the form of 
change most difficult of peaceful accom- 
plishment,

Ex-Partner of Tom Slick Made and 
Lost Several Fortunes.

NOTE GETS TWO YEARS 


St. Clair, Mo., Man, 70, Sen- 
. tenced—tIntended Victim 
Made Plea for Leniency. 


Fred Hassank, 70 years old, St. 
Clair, Mo., was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary by Federal 
Judge Davis today on a charge of 
inailing an extortion letter, despite 


a plea for leniency by the intended 
victim. 

Hassank pleaded guilty of mail- 
ing a letter demanding $100 of Wil- 
bert Duckworth, St. Clair merchant, 
under a threat to kidnap Duck- 
worth’s 4-year-old son for ransom, 
Duckworth told the Court that he 
believed Hassank was mentally de- 
ranged and not responsible. A fore- 
man at the St. Louis Car Co., where 
Hassank formerly worked,: said the 
defendant bore an excellent reputa- 
tion with the company. 

In passing sentence Judge Davis 
remarked that the penitentiary was 
probably the best place for Has- 
sank. 

Four Sentenced in Operation of Still 

Three men and a woman were 
fined and imprisoned by Judge Da- 
vis in connection with the operation 
of a whisky still in Kinloch Park, 
St. Louis County, which was raided 
last March. 

Dan Fazio, arrested on the 
premises, which were owned by 
Gertrude Sutherland, a Negro, was 
sentenced to a year and a day in 
the penitentiary and fined $500. 
The Sutherland woman, who denied 
knowing the purpose for which her 
property was being used, received 
a 30-day jail term and a $100 fine. 

Angelo Lombardo and Willie Pal- 
misano, who were arrested on a 
highway in an automobile contain- 
ing alcohol, which Federal agents 
charged was made at the still, 
pleaded guilty to charges of pos- 
session and removal of liquor and 
were sentenced to a year and day 
in Leavenworth penitentiary and 
fined $500 each. 

Tavern Man Gets Two Years. 

Sam Biondo, tavern proprietor ar- 
rested last March on a_ liquor 
charge at an establishment at 915 
North Twelfth street, was sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary and 
fined $1000 on his plea of guilty 
after the Court was informed by the 
District Attorney that the defend- 
ant has since been involved in an- 
other liquor charge, which is pend- 
ing. Robert Woods, porter for 
Biondo, was sentenced to. six 
months in jail and fined $500. 

Sam Larco, pleading guilty 


sentenced to a year and a day in 
prison and fined $500. John H. 
Moore, pleading guilty of posses- 
sion of untaxed alcohol, was sen- 
tenced to six months in jail and 
fined $200. 

When counsel for Fiora Asforino, 
charged with possession of a still, 
asked for a continuance for the de- 
fendant until tomorrow, Judge Da- 
vis granted the request with the re- 
mark, “but no longer, he might set 
up another still.”

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HOW TO PLAN A GARDE 


An Expert Lays Down Some Fundamental Rules 


By Marguerite Martyn 


VERY owner of a plot of 
FE ground, be it a downtown back 

yard, a narrow city lot or acre- 
age in the country, can have a 
garden, but certain cardinal prin- 
ciples should be observed in its 
planning, says Charles F. Gillette 
of Richmond, Va., who has had a 
lot to do with making this country 
garden conscious. This Fellow of 
the American Society of Bandscape 
Architects originated the garden 
visitation movement which has got 
people traveling in droves from one 
locality to another to view historic 
gardens at so much per head, It 
started when Kenmore, the home 
of George Washington’s sister, 
Betty, (Mrs. Fielding Lewis) at 
Fredericksburg, Va., was about to 
be cut up and sold in town lots. A 
patriotic society managing to 
rescue the property, then was con- 
fronted with ways and means of 
restoring the grounds to their orig- 
inal appearance. They consulted 
Charles Gillette, who had restored 
many of the famous old gardens in 
and around Richmond. He was con- 
tinually being asked to show these 
to clients from ‘all over the coun- 
try. Asking old clients to exhibit 
their private domains to. new or 
prospective clients had always been 
embarrassing to him. He welcomed 
the opportunity to put the matter 
on a business basis in the interest 
of a worthy cause. “Why not ask 
the owners of these gardens to 
admit visitors, charge an admis- 
gion and donate the proceeds to the 
restoration of the Betty Lewis 
place?” he proposed. The result 
was that while $5000 had been the 
amount required, $17,000 was raised. 
This example followed in other lo- 
calities where there are fine gar- 
dens has been the means of raising 
funds for civic improvement pur- 
poses or the upkeep of individual

Less 
has been written about it than of 
any other branch of art because 
each place is so much an individ- 
ual problem, But simplicity, space, 
restfulness, as in any other art, are 
primary principles. Ambitious but 
futile imitations of Versailles and 
Fontainbleau are tragedies.

ishing point. School has’ taken 
over much that used to be taught 
in the homes. Again the difficulty 
arises. The schools are crowded, 
the teachers are overworked. There 
is no room, no material, no free 
teacher to offer opportunity for ac- 
tive, useful work such as children 
used to do as home chores. Mend- 
ing chairs, painting odd bits, sort- 
ing odds and ends, cleaning house 
and yards and outbuildings. All tha’ 
went out when the factory was 
opened, the new electric machinery 
set up. Living habits have changed. 
But the basic need for usefulness 
is unchanging. 

Inasmuch as schools have had tc 
take over the duties of the homc 
they should have provided activitie: 
that would help the children to 
be useful. These bits of equipment 
that could be carried to the schoo) 
with safety and economy ought te 
have been placed there and chil- 
dren taught to use them. Electric 
toasters, irons, vacuum cleaners 
washers, kitchen appliances, should 
be demonstrated, and the children 
boys and girls alike, taught how to 
use them. They should be taught 
the principles on which they work. 

The science shops should be in ev- 
ery school. Here the basic princi- 
ples of the machinery of today 
should be demonstrated and taught, 
and the pupils taken to see the ma- 
chines at work until they are thor- 
oughly acquited with them. This 
must be done if the children are 
to have their hunger for something 
to do satisfied.

For once you 
get used to such Japanese special- 
ties as Ame and Shoyu, rice pepped 
up with a plash of tea, preserved 
persimmons dusted with rice flour 
that melt in your mouth, orange 
and plum vinegars and cheese 
made by the Trappist monks—after 
that, Western cooking tastes pretty 
flat.

O INITIATE the newly arrived 
housewife, Yokohama’s Home 
Problem Club publishes a cook- 
book in English, which, besides An- 
glo-Japanese recipes, gives such 
useful hints as these: 

In recipes calling for 
cheese, tofu (bean curd) 
used as a substitute. 

Hakusai (Korean cabbage) is an 
excellent lettuce substitute. It is 
safer than lettuce to use, as it 
grows well raised from the ground. 

Katakuriko is a flour-like corn- 
starch obtained from the roots of 
the dog-tooth violet. It is used for 
thickening soups and gravy. 

Chestnuts may be kept until 
spring if put in sand, not touching 
each other. Have sand in a dry 
place, else April or May days will 
sec a small forest of chestnut trees 
sprouting up, 

Remove the seeds: from kinkan 
(kumquats) with a crochet needle. 

Fresh marshmallows may always 
be had at the store on the Ginza, 
almost opposite the Hospital Phar- 
macy. 

Suggestions are given for local 
marketing since each article of 
Japanese food has its special shop. 
There are stores which supply only 
cooking oil, others devoted to dried 
beans alone, shoyu shops, sake dis- 
pensaries, sugar-and-ame, bean curd 
emporiums and so forth.

kilter. Yet gradually her cooking 
accommodates itself to the new 
measures and foods and she will 
begin to astonish the folks back 
home by glibly sending samples of 
her luncheon menus with Fig Pick- 
les, Fish Hamburgers, Eggs Aquar- 
ium Style, Chrysanthemum Salad 
and Persimmon Shortcake. 

As soon as the expatriate hostess 
can nonchalantly offer her guests 
Daikon, her acclimatization to 
Japan is manifest. A tolerance of 
this’ high-smelling, pickled radish 
that grows about a foot and a half 
long is as difficult for a foreigner 
to acquire as is a nose for garlic 
in Sicily or a penchant for lim- 
burger in old Belgium. 

One thing about Japanese foods, 
which is also true of the distinctive 
dishes of most countries, is the fact 
that they go well with the climate 
and national customs and a for- 
eigner soon finds himself begin- 
ning to like them. This is the case 
with bean curd, which is also pres- 
ent in some form at practically 
every Japanese meal. At first it 
seems insipid, but after learning to 
flavor it with salty shoyu sauce, 
it has its own subtle way with the 
palate. Even raw fish touched up 
with the snap of plum vinegar is 
palatable. 

The Japanese, being a _ coasta! 
people, are naturally fish eaters, 
and their sea food is as notable as 
that of Scandinavia or Portugal— 
giant crabs, clams, bonito, lobster, 
swara, hotate-gai (scallops), white 
bait, tunny, trout and shrimp tem- 
pura. Beyond argument, this last 
dish is the finest, for the shrimp 
themselves are as big as baby lob- 
sters and they are lightly fried in 
luscious golden batter.

There is but one 
way to cook an ee] to suit Nippo- 
nese taste, and that is to roast it, 
after slitting it open and dressing 
it with soy-sauce and ame. Another 
specialty that commands a whole 
restaurant to itself is duck, but the 
best of these restaurants are run by 
Chinese cooks, 

A Japanese chef has an unfair 
advantage over all Occidental 
cooks in the use of a trinity of 
beneficent ingredients, shoyu (soy), | 
tofu (bean curd) and ame. Besides | 
that, he has sake (rice wine) to| 
put piquance into any dish where | 
it may be lacking. These four 
culinary gifts must have been ob- | 
tained by the early Samurai | 
through some special dispensation 
from Buddha, For those who have | 
tasted all four in subtle combina- | 
tion feel as though they have feast- | 
ed with the gods on ambrosia and | 
nectar, 

With their lotus roots and buds, | 
fragrant flower’ garnishings~ and | 
savory sauces, the Nipponese touch 
epicurean heights we scarcely 
dream of. Even such a simple 
matter as poaching an egg is made 
fascinating by being done on the 
table before one’s eyes, the egg 
floating as-in an aquarium, sur- | 
rounded by delicate seaweed and | 
pungent herbs, mushrooms or wa- |
